WASHINGTON, Mar. 4.—Hear- 
ings on the new municipal bank- 
ruptcy bill will commeħce — this 
week, Congressman J. Mark Wil- 
cox revealed. Wilcox aid he had 
urged this*early consideration ot 
the bill by the House Judiciary 
committee because of the tremen- 
dous importance of the bill” to 
Fiorida.
